The Emperor dreams of forming a 
coalition of the central and western 
owners of the Continent, to be used, 
firstly, against England; secondly 
against the United States, and, finally, 
against Russia, though at the com¬ 
mencement the latter power will be 
included in the German firm. The 
National Review writer finds in this 
dream an "explanation of the hitherto 
almost inexplicable policy of the Ger¬ 
man Emperor toward the United 
States.

MACHINE GUNS FOR OTIS. 

Automatic Weapons for Uae in the Dom¬ 
ing Campaign. 

New York.—At the request of Major- 
General Otis, contained in a telegram 
received recently, the Naval Bureau 
of Ordnance has loaned the War De¬ 
partment twelve Colt automatic ma¬ 
chine guns of six millimeters caliber 
for use in the Philippine campaign. 
Otis made a requisition for the guns 
•and 1,000,000 rounds of ammunition. 
No Colts are used ijy the Army, and 
the ordnance officers of the War De¬ 
partment were obliged to ask the Navy 
for the guns, 100 of whioh were on 
hand. The Navy could not spare as 
much ammunition as Otis wants, but 
will furnish 300,000 rounds. The 
preference of Otis for Colt guns is very 
gratifying to naval ordnanoe officers. 
There has been a great deal of criti¬ 
cism of the Colt, and the Army has 
preferred the Maxinq.

ALLIANCE OF JAPAN AND CHINA 


London.—The prospect of a Chino- 
Japanese alliance has been welcomed 
by England and Germany on the 
ground that it will reinvigorate China 
and enable her to resist the Russian 
advance. 

The Spectator, in the course of an 
interesting article asserts that Japan¬ 
ese reorganization of the Chinese army 
and navy and finances would be suc¬ 
cessful because the Japanese are more 
in sympathy with Chinese national 
feeling than Western nations. Japan, 
the article says, would abolish corrup¬ 
tion and organize a formidable, well- 
armed Chinese army, while the com¬ 
bined Chinese and Japanese navies 
would be able to prevent any invading 
army reaching China by sea. Thus it 
is argued, China would be again a pow¬ 
erful nation, able to exolude European 
trade from Manchuria and threaten 
India through Thibet, while a Chinese 
victory over Russia, even if possible, 
would be a victory of barbarism over 
civilization and coqld be of no possible 
benefit to Europe.

Crowded Grain Doe* Not Rnat. 

The reason why grain does not al¬ 
ways rust in moist, warm weather is 
because, as usually sown, the plants 
crowd each other so that none get an 
over supply of the plant food which 
such weather develops. In our hot 
summers, even when dry. It would not 
do to hoe the small grains like wheat, 
as is done by English farmers. The 
hoeing would not make any more 
plants, and it does Increase the supply 
of nitrogen in the soil. The American 
substitute for hoeing small grain is to 
roll or harrow It while It Is young 
enough to tiller. This checks the 
growth of leaves already formed, at 
the same time mellowing the soil and 
cr using new shoots to put forth. This 
will on rich land make a rank growth 
that will have strong straw and will 
not rust. If. however, the soil be de¬ 
ficient in mineral fertility the heads of 
the grain will not fill as they should 
do. anil this often occurs when the soil 
has plenty of nitrogenous fertilizers, 
causing a rank growth of straw.

Supervisor J. G. Deaderick is so well 
pleased with the experiments with oil 
as a substitute for water in sprinkling 
country roads that he says it is no 
longer an experiment but a verified 
fact. The roads in the Carpinteria 
district that have been treated are in 
exoellent condition, and it is believed 
that they will need no further atten¬ 
tion for at least a year. The oil, that 
is applied hot from an ordinary street 
sprinkler, mixes the sand and gravel of 
the road and forms a surface not unlike 
an asphalt pavement. The Ortega hill, 
the worst piece of road in the oountry 
and that has been the despair of al 1 
former supervisors, is now in as good 
condition as the Ocean drive. It waH 
a hard task even with oil to master the 
inches of dust on the hill, a tiiird of a 
mile requiring the use of two tanks 13 
battles each before the dirt would go 
down. Usually three tanks will fin¬ 
ish off a mile easily. The cost is run¬ 
ning between #65 and #70 a mile, but 
it is considered a oheap price for pave¬ 
ment, for in reality the oil road is a 
pavement.—Santa Barbara Press.

Thus the work done 
by all the balls is equivalent to oue 
ball traveling over a mile a day; 400 
miles in one year, and during a lifetime 
of a person living three score years the 
distance around the globe.
